Mrs. M. and her children always had man- 
aged to live happy lives—even if they didn’t dine 
on caviar, buy their clothes at the “best” stores 
or take expensive vacation trips. They were a 
devoted family, they had one another, they asked 
no more. ; 

But their blocks all tumbled at once, in @ 
jumbled heap. Mrs. M. and her youngest daugh- 
ter, Jane, became ill with tuberculosis, and they, 
mother and daughter, had to leave home for a 
hospital. A relative kept the other two children,

ashamed to go to school because his shoes don’t 
have any “bottoms.” 

But sickness and financial privation have not - 
crushed this family. Mrs. M. still is confident 
that the sun is shining above the dark clouds 
which have overshadowed her family’s happi- 
ness. She is looking forward to the day when 
she again can be the wageearner and reassume 
support of her children. 

Meanwhile the Family Welfare Society esti- 
mates that this group of four should have $100 a 
month. It has been hard for Mrs. M. to admit 
need and ask for aid, but she hopes it will be 
only for a short time.

MANILA, Dec. 7.—(?)—Death 
on the gallows was decreed for 
Lt. Gen. Tomoyuki Yamashita Fri- 
day by a five-general U. S. mili- 
tary commission which found him 
guilty of permitting monstrous 
atrocities by Japanese troops in 
the Philippines. 

No date was set for the execu- 
tion, which in accordance with 
American military law must await 
review of the commission’s find- 
ings by the commander of Army 
forces in the western Pacific and 
confirmation by Gen. MacArthur. 

Yamashita’s shoulders sagged as 
he heard the death sentence, but 
he straightened quickly and made 
a curt bow to the commission. He 
listened stony-faced, but his fin- 
gers drummed the table as Maj. 
Gen. Russell B. Reynolds slowly 
read the findings of the commis- 
sion, with the defendant’s inter- 


preter translating word by word | 


into Japanese.

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Delay Means Starvation 


With the senate’s passage of the 
UNRRA appropriations bill for 1945, there 
is hope that the long-awaited supplies of 
food and clothing will reach the war-torn 
areas in time to prevent catastrophe this 
winter. 


The money, $550,000,000 of this nation’s 
pledge for this year, is not yet available 
because the measure still must clear the 
house and get the President’s signature. 
The matter must be taken care of before 
congress recesses for Christmas. 


Congress already has dallied far too 
long in providing funds for the tremen- 
dous task facing the United Nations Or- 
ganization. Apparently, it was more im- 
portant to unearth the ancient history of 
Pearl Harbor than to meet the responsi- 
bility of establishing peace and stability. 
The obstructionists in congress have raised 
fears of helping the Communists through 
UNRRA funds. Well might these obstruc- 
tionists heed the warning of Ernest Bevin 
—anarchy and disease will sweep Europe 


unless food, fuel and clothing are sent 
quickly. 

Even when UNRRA receives the funds, 
weeks or even months will be required to 
load and ship the foodstuffs. The appro- 
priation for 1946—amounting to $1,350,000,- 
000—soon will be before congress. Let’s 
hope congress acts on that bill with less 
procrastination than it has on the current 
appropriation. 

Relief and rehabilitation are the best 
means the United Nations have of con- 
tributing toward stability and enduring 
peace. Congress has not put the United 
States in a favorable light. It has taken 
the special pleas of President Truman and 
Herbert Lehman, plus public pressure, to 
stir the solons into action. We breed an- 
tagonism among the peoples of Holland, 
France, Denmark, Greece, Italy, Romania, 
Yugoslavia and Poland, who cannot under- 
stand why we let food go to waste, de- 
stroy valuable equipment, and bog down 
on our commitments while their children 
die of malnutrition and tuberculosis.

Beneficial Highway Program 


Let’s hope the $32,000,000 allocated for 
highway construction in Georgia will be 
wisely spent. Every citizen of the state 
holds an interest in this enormous sum of 
money and all sections of the state should 
benefit from its expenditure. Too often 
highway contracts are dished out as po- 
litical pay-off, with little regard for the 
well-being of the over-all highway system. 

Members of the Southeastern Highway 
Officials’ organization, meeting in Atlanta, 
have laid down important requirements 
for highways of the future: To gain the 
greatest benefit, highway construction 
must be done on a long-range plan with 
an eye toward the needs gf future auto- 
mobiles, the officials pointed out. Roads 
must be wider and better marked; curves 
must be better graded, and grade crossings 
eliminated. These are only a few of the 


essentials of a progressively well-balanced 
highway program. But they are sufficient 
to point out the course Georgia must 
follow. 

To assure the taxpayers that every dol- 
lar is being spent for practical benefits, 
state and highway officials must agree on 
plans for improving the main arterial high- 
ways, those carrying the majority of traf- 
fic, and constructing badly needed farm- 
to-market roads. An equitable division of 
the funds must be made between these 
two needs. 

It is to the interest of every taxpayer 
of the state to see that a comprehensive 
and sensible program is adopted and strict- 
ly adhered to, regardless of the political 
pressure exerted to divert funds for pet 
schemes in individual sections of the state.

Entails Responsibilities

. To Americans, the right to say what we please, when we please 
and how we please is taken for granted. It is a guarantee under 
the Gonstitution in the Bill of Rights, the anniversary of which we 
observe this month. We have had these privileges all our lives; 
they have grown up with us. We gape in awe at the very thought 
of someone trying to prevent us from exercising the rights guaran- 
teed under the Constitution. 


Laws have been passed. Common custom degrees that certain 
restraints be placed on this freedom. In expressing their minds 
openly and freely, Americans cannot do harm to another person’s 
character, profession or business without being liable for the con- 
sequences. This is as it should be; it is the democratic way of life. 

One of the most impressive sights I have ever seen was the thirst 
of Germans for untainted news. I got a closeup of this craving in 


Heidelberg, Germany, last winter. 

It happened one afternoon as ] was walking down 
News Hungry the main street of this sei German university 
town en route to my quarters in the Europa hotel. In front of me 
I saw a large, milling crowd. The street was blocked. Traffic was 
dammed up for blocks. MP’s were appearing on the scene as if by 
magic. My first thought was that some disorder. had broken out. 
But there was no shooting and little shouting.. The MP’s, augment- 
ed by other American soldiers, did not appear upset or angry. 


I pushed through the crowd to a small semi-circle-of open space 
before a door. ‘It was a German newspaper plant. A German ci- 
pe was handing out newspapers as best he could to the milling 
crowd. 


_ The people actually were fighting for the papers. MP’s, speaking 
in German, were telling the crowd that there were plenty of papers 
for all. The soldiers evidently felt the same tension and burning 
desire of the crowd. There was no bullying or hard treatment or 
harsh words. 


Soon the people were quiet and the street cleared. Two orderly 
lines formed along the sidewalks. Germans got their papers and 
moved off quickly to let someone else get a paper. 

I looked at the people. Before getting a paper, their faces were 
tense and fixed. Their eyes were almost glassy. But as they read 
there was a vfsible relaxing of tension and easing of the strain 
which showed on their faces. 

These people had not seen news in many years, except that 
dished out by the Nazi organization. They knew that was colored. 
Word had spread that the Americans were printing a newspaper of 
uncensored news. They came to the newspaper office by the hun- 
dreds. They were hungry for news. They wanted to know what 
was going on in the outside world. 

This frenzy for untainted news hit home. 

Other nations have little conception of what freedoms of press, 
speech, religion and assembly mean in the American vernacular. 

That is one reason we are misunderstood. They cannot conceive 
of a person criticizing the government without the risk of losing his 
head; they cannot see how a person in América can write an article 
in a newspaper attacking some foreign nation and not have that 
represent the opinion of the government and 4ll the people. 

~ Not all nations today are trained to assume the in- 
Earn Right dividual and collective responsibilities incident to 
complete freedom; few natiogs know how to handle this right which 
we take for granted. They have had their thoughts channelized 
from infancy and know nothing else. 

Complete freedam can be as dangerous as it is beneficial. 

It could cause internal strife and bloodshed that would put a 
bad taste in the mouths of other peoples. 

It might result in a blast at freedom before democracy has had 
an opportunity to demonstrate its desirability. : 

Freedom of press, speech and assembly are essential to democ- 
racy. They are essential to world peace. But those freedoms entail 
responsibilities. Today, the world needs free—but responsible— 
peoples.

GI Wants Training 
In How to Be a Farmer 


Yesterday, a returned veteran came into my 

office at the University System Center. 
‘“‘Ma’am,” he said, “I left school when I was 
in the ninth grade to join Uncle Sam’s Army. I’ve served four 
years, and I’m 21 years old. Now that I’m discharged I want to go 
back to school under the GI Bill of Rights and learn something.” 

“We offer college courses in business administration, the social 
sciences, and the arts and sciences,” I said, “but any adult who 
wishes to study is admitted as a special student by our director, 
Dr. George M. Sparks.” 

“I want to learn a trade, or maybe how to farm better,” he 
persisted. “My home is near Macon, and I am just passing through 
Atlanta. I saw this school and thought you could help me.” 

I informed him that in Atlanta we have the Opportunity School 
where students learn trades, and also theschool in Macon. I then 
offered to call M. D. Mobley, director of vocational education for 
Georgia. I knew he could tell us about the vocational and agri- 
cultural training programs at the present time. 


Agricultural Training M. D. Mobley, who used to be my 


neighbor, and who is also president 
of the American Vocational Association, was not impatient at the 
interruption if he could help a man in quandary. 

Mr. Mobley seid that at present there were many returned vet- 
erans throughout the state who want training in farming. He said 
that the Veterans’ Administration has called on the State Depart- 
ment of Vocational Education to offer training for mén who want 
to be tarmers, or better farmers. 

The program is to be an extensive one. It will call for on-the- 
job training, and will also be connected with the high school in 
each community in the state. The students will not spend much 
time at the high schools, however. They will report there at in- 
tervals to learn some phase of the training, but most of the training 


will be done on the farm. 

Sane : “Vocational training is being car- 
Training in the Trades ried on throughout the state,” said 
Mr. Mobley, “but it is not as extensive as we hope to make it.” 

There are schools for training in the trades located at different 
points, some of which are North Georgia Vocational School, Clarkes- 
ville; Augusta Vocational School, Augusta; Brunswick Vocational 
School, Brunswick; Columbus Vocational School, Columbus; Macon 
Vocational School, Macon; Rickenbacker Aircraft Training School, 
Marietta; Floyd County Vocational School, Rome; Savannah Vo- 
cational Sehool, Savannah: and Georgia State College, Industrial 
College. near Savannah, Ga. Atlanta has one vocational school, the 
Atlanta Opportunity School, operated by the city. 


“The great problem with which we are faced,” 
continued Mr. Mobley, “is that of providing 
funds to take care of this training for peacetime conversion. During 
the war period, we had unlimited funds from the federal govern- 
ment. We trained and placed over 100,000 people in the war in- 
dustries. 

“We did not ask for any state money because we did not need it. 

“Now that-the war is over, federal funds have been withdrawn 
and we are trying to get money to meet the tremendous task of 
training our Georgia boys and girls who have returned as veterans, 
and to whom we owe training to carry on part of the work of our 
state.”

Reorganization of 
State Department 


The Hurley accusations help emphasize the 
fact that the United States still relies on gene 
erals, admirals and amateur diplomats to repre 

sent her in high diplomatic posts. 

The ambassadorships and the posts as ministers long have been 
used as the political pay-off under the spoils system. Men appoint- 
ed to these posts are chosen for name, wealth and political power, 
rather than for ability to act as competent envoys. The foreign 
service is directly under political contro!, and such insecurity, in 
addition to inadequate salaries, is the greatest obstacle to efficiency 
in that service. 

High command posts in the Army and Navy are not offered 
as a reward for political support; just as the average American 
businessman, though admittedly gmart and capable, is not trained 
or fitted for high command posts in the armed forces, neither is he 
fitted or trained for high diplomatic posts. 

The system too often has resulted in an amateur American 
diplomat competing with an expert foreign representative, from 
which America has earned the reputation of never winning a con- 
ference. Many of Europe's diplomats make a lifetime career of 
their work, whereas the American system tends to discourage this. 


L P Under the present pay scale, a private fortune is @ 
Ow ay requisite in accepting a high diplomatic post. Though 
the President may desire wider choice in appointing such envoys, 
he is restricted by this qualification. 


In comparison, the British secretary of state for foreign affairs 
receives an annual salary of 5,000 pounds, or approximately $24,000, 
as do two other undersecretaries; the United states secretary of 
state receives an annual salary of $15,000, the undersecretary $10,000 
and the assistant secretary $9,000, salaries hardly exorbitant for 
these responsible positions. American ambassadors to major powers 
receive an annual salary of $17,500, or $2,500 more than the secie- 
tary of state Ambassadors and ministers to minor powers receive 
less For example, the American ambassadors to Portugal and 
Sweden receive $10,000 a year. American representatives are re- 
quired to participate in the aristocratic social functions and to 
maintain a position in keeping with the United States’ status in 
world affairs on these obviously insufficient salaries. 

The entrance pay of an officer of the foreign service is $2,500 
a year, plus an allowance for rent, lights and heat of quarters when 
in the field. Even this iimited program has produced an invaluable 
corps of expert lesser diplomatic officials to assist the top men, 
Though the position of secretary of state probably wil!l.remain a 
political appointment, it is from these career men that we should 
pick our undersecretaries, assistant secretaries and high ranking 
envoys. 


Under the present system these lesser officials 
Career Men have little prospect of receiving an appointment 
as ambassador or minister to another nation, as such an appoint 
ment requires a special recommendation from the secretary of 
state to the President, and then the matters of salary and social} 
obligations enter into the acceptance. There are several cases 
where such men have received appointments as ambassadors or 
ministers and the nation has been well served by them, but on a 
whole the Presidents, the secretaries of state and many of the most 
important envoys have been amateurs in diplomacy. The late 
President Roosevelt and Cordell Hull were notable exceptions to 
this, as were Daniel Webster, John Hay and Dwight Morrow, and 
too few others earlier in our history. 

A revised program offering a merit system to secure more per- 
manency of career and equality for advancement should attract the 
best young men of the nation, for the foreig® service offers one of 
the most interesting, and even glamorous, careers of service. Proper 
training and utilization of these career men in subordinate positions 
and in later years in the highest diplomatic posts would afford the 
lTnited States a highly trained and av pneriancen foaraion cervire
